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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

1. Claims 6 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hashimoto 
et al. (US 6,695,471). 

Regarding claim 10, Hashimoto et al. teaches mounting a first temperature sensor (32a) 
to a structure in a room at a first distance relative to the structure (34a); mounting a second 
temperature sensor (32b) to the structure at a second distance relative to the structure (34b); 
measuring a first temperature with the first temperature sensor (column 5, lines 22-27); 
measuring a second temperature with the second temperature sensor (column 5, lines 22-27); and 
estimating a third temperature from the first and second temperatures wherein the third 
temperature is an estimate of a temperature at a third distance from the structure, the third 
distance being greater than the first and second distances (column 3, lines 55-57). 

Regarding claim 6, Hashimoto et al. teaches coupling a processor to the first and second 
temperature sensors, and wherein the third temperature is calculated by the processor (Ref. 58). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 7-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The primary reason for the indication of allowability of claim 7 is the inclusion of the 
limitation that the first and second temperature sensors are mounted in a housing. It is this 
limitation in the claimed combination that has not been found, taught, or suggested by the prior 
art that makes these claims allowable. 

The primary reason for the indication of allowability of claim 9 is the inclusion of the 
limitation that the second distance is greater than the first. It is this limitation in the claimed 
combination that has not been found, taught, or suggested by the prior art that makes these 
claims allowable. 

3. Claims 2-4, 13-16, 18-24, 27-35, and 38-44 are allowed.
